Hail Insurance for 
Municipalities 


In another column will be found an 
advertisement calling for a vote on 
hail insurance for Mountain View 
Municipality No. 310, which is to be 
taken on July 8th. This 1s one of the 
sections taken from the new Munici- 
palities Act passed by the Alberta 
government last verr and is al-out the 
best solution for the hail insurance 
question because not only the man 
who improves his farm but also the 
speculator pays for this insurance by 
taxation whieh will amount to a very 
small sum, yet will provide a fund 
amply sufficient to pay all losses, The 
farmer in the municipalities who com- 
bine for this purpose will not be held 
up by private companies and there is 
no set time for which such insurance 
ts payable. The Act says: 

There is provision in the Rural 
Municipalities Act whereby any 
municipality may unite with nineteen 
other municipalities to form a hail 
insurance district. A by law to do 
this must be submitted to the reside it 
electors of the municipality and 
receive a majority vote before it can 
hecome law. As soon as twenty 
municipalities within a «reasonable 
distance of each other have passed 
such a by-law, a hail insurance dis- 
trict will be established by the depart- 
ment. This hail insurance district 
will lave a board to look after the 
affairs of such district. This board, 
which will be made up of the reeves 
of thedifferent municipalities included, 
will make an estimate of the amount 
that will be required to meet current 
losses within the hail district. ‘They 
will then notify the different munici- 
palities as to the amount required, 
and a rate will he levied according y 
on all assessable lands within the 
municipalities in the hail district. 
The board will employ the necessary 
Officials, such as secretary treasurer 
and inspectors, Losses may be re 
ported to any tember of the bnard 
who shall forthwith cause an inspector 
to inspect the loss and report thercvon. 
The maximum indemnity that may be 
paid for a loss is $6.00 per acre. Any 
person may appeal from the inspect: 
or’s report to the board, and the de- 
cision of the ‘oard in regard to any 
less will be final Where any insur- 
ance district is formed, the board is 
required to forward a statement of the 
rate to be levied in the different mu- 
nicipalities to the Minister of Munici- 
pal Affairs before the rsth day of 
January, for his approval. Where a 
hail insurance district is established it 
ts required to continue in operation 
for Give years, after which any muni 
cipality, if the majority of the resident 
electors so decide by voting on a hy- 
law, may withdraw from the organiza-

with good reason, for the explosion was 
heard for thirteen miles around, The 
size of the cannon was berofe. Fifty 
yoke of oxen were necessary to move 
it, 200 men marched at the side to sup 
port it, 200 engineers went in front to 
level the rond and fifty carpenters to 
make bridges.— Westminster Gazette.

All the continents, with the possible 
exception of South America, contain 
areas of dry Jand which are below sea 
“vel. 

In Nerth America, according to the 
United States geological survey, the 
lowest point is iu Death valley, Call- 
fornia, 270 feet below sea level, but 
this is a slight depression couipared 
to the basin of the Dead sea, in Pales- 
time, Asia, where the lowest dry land 
pyint ts 1,290 feet below sea level. In 
Africa, the lowest point is in the desert 
of Sahara, about 150 feet below sea 
level, but the Sabara as a whole ts 
not below sea-level, although until re- 
cently the greater part of it was sup- 
posed to be. In Europe the lowest point 
at present known ts on the shores of 
the Caspian sea, eighty fect below sea 
level. In Australia the lowest potnt ts 
at Lake Torrens, tweuty-five feet be- 
low sea level.
